RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  de- 
clined at  midwest  terminals  for  the  second 
straight  week.  Steers  closed  mostly  steady  to 
750  lower  with  sales  at  Chicago  largely  500- 
$1.50  off.  Heifers  sold  steady  to  500  lower 
at  most  points.  Slaughter  cows  were  generally 
steady  to  500  lower;  stockers  and  feeders  un- 
evenly steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Barrows  and 
gilts  closed  mostly  steady  to  500  lower;  sows 
largely  25-500  off.  Slaughter  lambs  declined 
5O0-$1.OO  with  a  few  points  $1.00-1.50  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Prices  on 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  declined  under 
the  bearish  influence  of  increased  supplies 
and  lower  prices  on  carcass  beef.  Steers  were 
steady  to  75 0  lower  at  most  points  as  prices 
fell  to  the  lowest  levels  since  early  November. 
Heifers  sold  steady  to  500  lower.  In  Chicago 
steers  grading  Good  to  Prime  sold  500  to  $1.50 
lower  while  heifers  were  500  to  $1.25  lower. 
Cows  were  generally  steady  to  500  lower  re- 
flecting a  500  lower  trend  in  the  carcass 
trade.  However,  St.  Paul  showed  a  strong 
trend  on  cows  while  Sioux  Falls  was  strong  to 
250  higher  and  Chicago  500-750  up.  Bulls  were 
steady  to  500  higher.  Vealers  were  strong  to 
$1.00  higher  in  St.  Paul  but  weak  to  $2.00 
lower  at  St.  Louis.  Receipts  at  the  12  markets 
were  increased  by  fully  11  percent.  Bulk  re- 
ceipts at  most  terminals  were  slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  with  Good  and  Choice  grades  predom- 
inating. Very  few  Prime  steers  or  heifers 
were  on  offer  at  most  terminals  with  the  per- 
centage Prime  in  the  steer  supply  at  Chicago 
little  changed  from  the  12  percent  the  previous 
week. 

Five  loads  of  Prime  1200-1411#  slaughter 
steers  brought  $28.50  in  Chicago  the  fore  part 
of  the  week  but  nothing  sold  over  $28.00  at 
the  close  when  most  Prime  and  mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  1050-1425#  brought  $25.75-27.50.  At 
other  terminals  a  few  high-Choice  and  Prime 
1000-1350#  steers  sold  at  $25.00-27.00  while 
bulk  high-Good  and  Choice  900-1300#  moved  at 
$23.00-25.50.  Good  steers  sold  from  $21.50- 
23.75.  A,  few  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  slaughter 
heifers  sold  at  $24.25-26.00,  Choice  brought 
$23.00-24.75  and  Good  $21.00-23.50.  Utility 
and  Commercial  cows  cashed  at  $16.00-18.00; 
Canner  and  Cutter  $14.00-17.00. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  from  the  10  markets  totaled  29,300, 
compared  29,0)0  the  previous  week  and  35,900 
a  year  ago.  Good  and  Choice  450-750#  stock 
steers  continued  to  make  up  a  relatively  large 
percent  of  the  supplies.  Only  moderate  numbers 
of  feeder  steers  800#  and  heavier  were  on  of f er 
and  majority  of  these  had  already  received  at 


least  a  start  on  grain  feeds.  A  somewhat  re- 
stricted and  generally  bearish  demand  existed 
and  prices  worked  additionally  lower  following 
last  week's  declines.  Prices  were  unevenly 
steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Stock  calves  showed 
least  weakness.  The  press  of  field  work  kept 
many  potential  buyers  away  from  market  centers. 
However,  a  factor  having  a  more  bearish  impact 
on  demand  was  the  continued  downtrend  in 
slaughter  cattle  prices,  particularly  in  the 
face  of  a  recently  released  USDA  estimate  of 
larger  numbers  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed 
than  a  year  ago. 

A  few  shipments  of  Choice  524-600#  stock 
steers  brought  $27.75-30.00;  majority  Good 
and  Choice  525-750#  $24.00-27.50,   some  Good 
$23.50.  Medium  and  low-Good  stockers  ranged 
$19.00-24.00.  Good  and  Choice  800-1125#  feed- 
ers sold  from  $21.50-25.00,   a  moderate  number 
of  mostly  Choice,  partly  fattened  950-1050# 
included  at  $22.75-24.00.  Good  and  Choice 
yearling  heifers  brought  $21.00-25.00,  few 
loads  Choice  550-600#  $25.50-26.25.  Good  and 
Choice  steer  calves  sold  from  $25.50-33.00, 
relatively  few  above  $31.00.  Good  and  Choice 
heifer  calves  went  chiefly  from  $23.00-27.50, 
load  Choice  476#  $28.00  and  Choice  35C#  $30.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  receipts 
at  the  12  markets  totaled  302,000  head  for  a 
slight  increase  over  the  previous  week  but 
were  14  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  A  large 
share  of  the  run  was  comprised  of  shipments 
of  mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  and  2-3,  200-270#  barrows 
and  gilts  with  an  increased  volume  of  kinds 
weighing  240-270#  at  many  of  the  markets.  Con- 
signments of  uniform  No.  1-2  grades  continued 
scarce  and  bulk  of  the  supply  was  offered  and 
sold  as  mixed  U.  S.  1,2  and  3  grade  lots.  The 
percentage  of  sows  showed  a  slight  seasonal 
increase  and  made  up  from  10  to  15  percent  of 
the  supply  at  several  centers.  Storm  reduced 
receipts  early  influenced  some  price  upturn  at 
the  start  of  the  week.  However,  price  de- 
clines in  the  fresh  pork  trade  more  than  off- 
set this  advantage  later.  Order  buyers  took 
about  a  normal  share  of  the  week's  supply. 
Barrows  and  pilts  closed  steady  to  500  lower, 
extremes  750  off,  with  weights  240#  and 
heavier  showing  most  decline  at  the  majority 
of  markets.  Sows  declined  largely  25-500  but 
closed  steady  to  250  lower  at  Chicago  and 
dipped  750-$l.OO  at  Kansas  City. 

On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1-2,  180-240#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  sold  largely  at  $17.25-17.75 
up  to  $18.00  at  Chicago  and  Indianapolis. 
Mixed  U.  S.  1,2  and.  3  180-260#  brought  $16.50- 
17.50  for  the  most  part,  with  same  grades  180- 
240#  at  Indianapolis  $17.00-17.75.  U.  S.  1-3, 
270-600#  sows  sold  at  $14.50-16.50,  most 
sales  $15.00-16.25* 
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Feeder  pigs  finished  steady  to  weak  at  St. 
Paul  but  held  steady  at  Sioux  City.  Good  and 
Choice  130-160#  brought  $16.50-17.00  at  St. 
Paul  while  same  grades  140-170#  at  Sioux  City 
$16.00-17.00,   few  Choice  $17.25. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled   338,000    head, 
around  2     percent  less  than  the  previous  week 
and  4  percent  under  a  year  ago.     Barrows  and 
gilts  180-240$  closed  25-500  lower,   mostly  35- 
500  off,  with  240-300#  45-500  lower;     sows  250 
lower.     Sows  made  up  a  full  6  percent  of  the 
receipts. 

On  Friday,  mixed  U.   S.   1-3  200-230#  bar- 
rows and  gilts,   and  a  few  190-200#,   sold  at 
$16.25-16.85  with  limited  showing  $17.00.     A 
few  1  and  2  selected  lots  $17.00-17.25.

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Salable  receipts  of 
sheep  and  lambs  at  the  12  markets  totaled 
102,000       or  4    percent  over  a  week  earlier 
and  15     percent  more  than  last  year.     Slaughter 
lamb  marketings  were  mainly  shorn  old  crop 
offerings  and  included  a  large  volume  weighing 
over  110#.     Nearly  10,000  spring  lambs  were 
marketed  at  Fort  Worth.     Old  crop  slaughter 
lambs  were  500  to  fully  $1.00  lower,   instances 
$1.50  off  with  the  greatest  downturn  on  lambs 
100#  and  heavier.     Spring  slaughter  lambs  were 
$1.00-1.50  lower  at  Fort  Worth.     Slaughter 
ewes  were  unevenly  steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Feeder 
and  shearing  lambs  were  steady  to  500  lower, 
instances  $1.00  off.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TBADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef   eold  steady  to 
$2.00  lower  at  most  markets  and  least  change  at 
New  York  where  prices  for  Good  and  Choice  car- 
casses were  steady  to  weak  and  small  receipts  of 
Prime  steady  to  50rf  higher.      Cow  beef  was  gener- 
ally weak  at  New  York  and  steady  to  $1.00  higher 
at  other  points.     Veal  and  calf  generally  un- 
changed and  majority  turnover  reported  at  mid- 
point of  quotations.     Lamb  prices  were  steady  to 
$2.00  lower  with  the  decline  at  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.     Pork  loins  steady  to  $4.00  lower, 
except  New  York,   mostly  $1.00-3.00  higher.   Other 
pork  cuts  steady  to  $3.00  lower  at^all  markets. 

Prices  for  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  steer 
forequarters  were  weak  to  $1.00  lower  at  New  York. 
Lamb   steady  to  $1.00  off;   veal  and  calf  unchanged. 

Trading  was   somewhat  irregular  as  outlet 
varied  slightly  at   the   several  markets.     Demand 
for  steer  beef  was  generally  good  and  trading 
moderately  active.     However,    slowness  prevailed 
at  Washington  and  Baltimore  and  demand  only  fair 
with  some  carryover  at  Washington  for  the   second 
consecutive  week.     Cow  beef  was  very  slow  and 
under  pressure  at  New  York.     Veal  and  calf  fared 
well   in  all  areas  but  clean-up  incomplete  at  New 
York,   mainly  hindsaddles.     Lamb  outlet  was  moder- 
ately broad  and  best  interest  for  old  crop  35-50# 
carcasses.     Foresaddles  outsold  hind  ends  at  New 
York  where  some  hindsaddles  were  carried  over. 
Pork  loins  met  fair  to  broad  demand  at  New  York 
and  bulk  sold  on  $1.00  higher  basis,   otherwise 
some  decline  posted  at  all  markets.     The  general 
trend  for  other  pork  cutB  was  steady  to  $3.00 
lower.      Supplies  were  mostly  normal  for  all 
classes  with  pork  increased  a  bit  over  recent 
past  weeks  and  current   representation     of   spring 
lamb  around  25  percent  of  total.

Carcass  beef  trade  was  slow  and  weak  through 
most  of  the  period,   with  the  decline  occurring 
on  Thursday.     Poor  demand  and  lower  prices  on 
arm  and  squarecut  beef  chucks  proved  a  bearish 
factor  in  the  carcass  trade.     Hindquarters, 
rounds  and  loins  generally  had  adequate  outlets 
but  prices  were   steady.

Trading  was  active  at  the  Boston  wool  market 
as  prices  advanced  about  30  clean  basis.  Approxi- 
mately 10  cars  of  greasy  combing  wools  were  moved 
with  fine  and  half-blood  grades  in  best  demand. 
Scoured  pulled  winter  wool  was  in  short  supply. 
Demand  was  good  for  noils  with  prices  about  1-20 
higher.  Scoured  shorn  wools  were  slow  at  about 
steady  prices. 

Trading  was  active  in  the  territory  States  and 
prices  advanced.  In  Texas  wool  was  purchased  as 
shorn,  while  shearing  was  delayed  in  the  fleece 
States  due  to  a  severe  snow  storm. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed  prices 
strong  with  Japan  and  Eastern  Europe  active.  New 
Zealand  quotes  were  par  to  5?  percent  higher  with 
Japan  and  Europe  dominating.  Prices  in  the  Cape 
market  were  higher  with  short  wools  in  good  demand 
under  keen  general  competition.  The  Montevideo  mar- 
ket was  active  and  about  80  percent  of  stocks  sold 
with  United  Kingdom,  China  and  Japan  operating  while 
Buenos  Aires  was  firm. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  56/58s  staple  and  good 
French  combing  wools  sold  at  $1.00  clean  basis .Graded 
50/54s  staple  fleeces  moved  at  970  and  low  quarter- 
blood  staple,  grading  46/48s,  brought  940  clean. 

Heavy  snow  and  cold  weather  in  the  midwest  de- 
layed shearing  there.  Buyers  were  paying  mostly  40- 
420,  while  some  early  shorn  choice  fine  Ohio  delaine 
wools  moved  at  38-400  grease  basis  to  the  growers. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French  combing 
and  staple  wool  sold  at  $1.18  clean  basis  while  a 
good  volume  of  graded  64s  sold  for  June  delivery  up 
to  $1.20  delivered  East. 

RANGE  SALES  FOLLOW:  Original  bag  bulk  fine  and 
half-blood  wools  sold  in  Montana  at  400  in  the  grease 
and  were  estimated  up  to  $1.00  clean  basis  while 
around  200,000#  of  original  bag  bulk  fine  and  half- 
blood  wools  moved  in  the  Basin  Area  of  Wyoming  at 
34-430  grease  basis  f .o.b.  and  were  estimated  to 
cost  around  $1.03-1.04  clean.  Several  clips  of  bulk 
half  and  three-eighths  sold  in  Utah  from  40-430  in 
the  grease  while  the  Deseret  clip  of  about  250,000#, 
40  percent  of  which  was  92  months  wool,  bulk  half- 
blood,  some  three-eighths,  brought  400  grease  basis, 
f .o.b.  Recent  sales  of  bulk  fine  and  half-blood 
wools  in  Oregon  at  39-420  grease  basis,  was  estimated 
to  cost  clean  around  $1.06-1.07  delivered  East.  The 
Ellensburg,  Washington  pool  of  approximately  80,000#, 
mostly  medium  grades  with  some  half-blood  sold  at 
49.510  grease  basis,  f .o.b.  Other  sales  this  week 
included  original  bag  bulk  fine  and  half-blood  at

Mohair  -  The  mohair  market  was  very  active  with 
a  large  volume  of  adult  hair  alone  sold  at  950  to 
the  warehouse.  Trading  was  active  at  the  Boston  mar- 
ket in  all  grades  of  mohair  tops  and  matchings  for 
worsted  and  woolen  consumption.

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CATTLE  AND  CALVES  OK  FEED  APRIL  1,  1961 

On  April  1,  1961,  a  total  of  7,015,000  head  of  cattle  and  calves  were  on  feed 
for  market  in  the  26  major  feeding  States,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board . 
This  number  was  5  percent  higher  than  the  6,671,000  head  on  feed  in  these  States 
April  1  last  year,  but  down  seasonally  from  the  7,587,000  head  on  feed  January  1,  1961. 
The  number  on  feed  declined  8  percent  from  January  1  to  April  1  this  year,  compared 
with  a  7  percent  decline  during  the  same  period  in  1960. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  increase  shown  in  number  on  feed  this  April  over  a  year 
earlier  was  in  cattle  weighing  900  pounds  and  over. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  the  North  Central  States  April  1,  1961 
totaled  4,962,000  head—up  3  percent  from  the  4,831,000  head  on  feed  April  1,  last 
year.  Iowa,  the  leading  State,  was  down  5  percent,  but  Illinois  was  up  5  percent, 
and  Nebraska  was  down  slightly.  All  other  States  in  this  region,  except  Missouri 
which  was  down  3  percent,  were  higher  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  April  1  this  year  in  the  11  Western  States  totaled 
1,692,000  head,  compared  with  1,554,000  head  April  1,  1960 — a  9  percent  increase. 
California,  the  leading  Western  State,  was  up  16  percent;  Colorado,  the  second  rank- 
ing Western  State,  was  1  percent  higher;  and  Arizona,  third  in  rank,  showed  a  21 
percent  increase  from  last  April  1.  Other  increases  ranged  from  2  percent  in  Montana 
and  Oregon  to  9  percent  in  New  Mexico.  Idaho  was  down  2  percent,  and  Wyoming  and 
Nevada  were  both  down  6  percent. 

Cattle  and  calves  placed  on  feed  during  January  through  March  this  year  totaled 
2,692,000  head,  3  percent  less  than  the  2,762,000  head  during  the  same  period  in 
1960.  Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  into  8  Corn  Belt  States  (for  which  data 
are  available)  during  January  and  February  this  year  were  up  22  percent  from  the 
same  two  months  in  1960. 

Fed  cattle  marketings  during  January,  February  and  March  1961  amounted  to 
3,264,000  head,  the  same  as  during  these  three  months  in  1960,  Marketings  were  down 
1  percent  in  the  North  Central  States,  but  were  3  percent  higher  in  the  Western 
States. 

The  number  of  beef  steers  and  heifers  (grading  Prime,  Choice  and  Good)  sold  out 
of  first  hands  for  slaughter  at  12  major  livestock  markets  during  January  through 
March  was  3  percent  lower  than  the  same  period  in  1960.  These  data  do  not  include 
direct  sales  to  packing  plants,  mixed  lots  of  steers  and  heifers,  and  some  deliveries 
bought  on  prior  contract. 

Of  the  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  the  26  States  April  1,  those  weighing  under 
500  pounds  accounted  for  7  percent  of  the  total— the  same  as  April  1,  1960.  The  500- 
699  pound  group  made  up  35  percent  of  the  total  this  year  compared  with  33  percent  a 
year  earlier.  The  700-899  pound  group  accounted  for  27  percent  of  the  total  compared 
with  30  percent  a  year  earlier.  The  number  weighing  900-1,099  pounds  at  24  percent 
was  unchanged,  while  the  1,100  pound  and  over  group  comprised  7  percent  of  the  total 
compared  to  6  percent  last  year. 

A  breakdown  of  the  April  1  number  on  feed  in  the  26  States  by  weight  groups 
shows  a  smaller  number  on  feed  than  a  year  earlier  in  the  700-899  pound  group.  All 
other  groups  showed  an  increase  over  a  year  earlier  in  number  on  feed.  The  number 
weighing  less  than  500  pounds  totaled  475,000  head  April  1—3  percent  above  a  year 
earlier;  the  500-699  pound  group  totaled  2,447,000  head — up  10  percent  from  a  year 
earlier;  the  700-899  pound  group  accounted  for  1,892,000  head—  down  6  percent;  the 
900-1,099  pound  group  at  1,710,000  head  was  6  percent  above  last  year;  and,  the  over 
1,100  pound  group  at  491,000  head  was  35  percent  above  last  year. 

In  the  26  States,  70  percent  of  the  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  April  1  were 
steers  and  steer  calves,  29  percent  were  heifers  and  heifer  calves  and  1  percent 
were  cows  and  other.  This  is  the  same  percentage  breakdown  as  January  1,  1961  and 
April  1,  1960. 

In  the  26  States,  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  by  length  of  time  as  a  percent  of 
total  on  April  1  this  year  and  last  were:  Under  3  months,  37  and  39  percent;  3  to 
6  months  56  and  55  percent;  and  over  6  months  7  and  6  percent. 

The  number  on  feed  under  3  months  at  2,606,000  head  was  1  percent  below  last 
year.  The  3-6  month  group  at  3,939,000  head  was  up  8  percent,  and  the  over  6  month 
group  at  470,000  head  was  15  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
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Cattle  feeders  in  the  26  States  intend  to  market  48  percent  or  3,336,000  head 
of  the  April  1  inventory  number  during  April,  May  and  June.  If  intentions  are 
carried  out,  the  marketings  would  be  7  percent  above  the  3,105,000  head  marketed  the 
second  quarter  of  1960  from  the  April  1  inventory.  A  breakdown  by  months  of  total 
anticipated  marketings  of  the  April  1  inventory  during  the  quarter  shows  38  percent 
to  be  marketed  in  April,  32  percent  in  May,  and  30  percent  in  June.  Expected  market- 
ings as  published  are   based  upon  the  usual  relationship  between  survey  data  and 
actual  marketings.
